now only awaits the final concrete surface — slated to 
be poured in the spring of 2007 — and the installation of 
the facility's outer boards, which Mr. McFee managed to 
acquire inexpensively from the Gallo Ice Rink in Bourne. 
Those boards have been stored away for nearly a year, 
awaiting the start of construction this past week. 

The arena's location — just behind the ORR 
Junior High School gymnasium off the rear access road to 
the ORR campus — was ideal because it was "too nar- 
row for anything else," Mr. McFee said. With generous 
donations from the already-established Chuck Michaud 
Memorial Scholarship Fund, which voted to donate the 
$3,000 to buy the used boards from the Gallo Rink, sup- 
porters were then able to raise enough money to construct 
a facility to memorialize Mr. Michaud. 

Mr. McFee also noted the diligent efforts of Camie 
and Jason Medeiros in helping to bring this project to 
fruition by organizing and running the annual Chuck Mi- 
chaud Memorial Golf Tournament — which has become a 
major funding source for the project. 

"They have been a motivating force for me, per- 
sonally, along with many of the golfers who are kids who 
played with (Mr. Michaud)," Mr McFee said. 

"This is a wonderful tribute to Chuck Michaud 
and I'm delighted that his family has come to celebrate 
the beginning of what I think will be a wonderful addi- 
tion to this campus," agreed ORR School Superintendent 
Dr. William Cooper during a formal groundbreaking

ceremony held on Monday, November 13. "I can see it 
making a big difference in Field Hockey, Ice Hockey, 
(Physical Education) at (ORR Junior High) ... and just 
being a wonderful resource for the students here at the 
school and, in addition, a wonderful way to remember a 
very selfless and very successful coach here at ORR." 

"I think you can sense the fact that (Mr. Michaud) 
was something if these kinds of things are happening," 
Mr. McFee said. "He was truly a gifted coach, a dedicated 
family member, a tremendous friend, and an asset to this 
community." 

According to Mr McFee, Mr. Michaud was re- 
sponsible for turning ORR's small, fledgling hockey team 
into one of the school's amazing comeback stories, bring- 
ing them all the way to the state semifinals in the early 
1990s. 

Friend and Mattapoisett Selectman Ray Andrews, 
who was also present at the groundbreaking, concurred 
that Mr Michaud was an amazing inspiration to everyone 
who knew him and he always stressed the importance of 
education to his players. He recalled that in eight years 
of coaching, only one player flunked out — and that was 
because he apparently lied to Mr Michaud about his aca- 
demic standing. 

"He coached hockey until he physically couldn't 
do it anymore," Mr McFee said. "He was one of the most 
charasmatic people 1 have ever met in my life. 1 mean 
that, sincerely. He was pretty dynamic, he was intense ... 
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and he was fun." 

Now that initial construction has begun on the 
arena, Mr. McFee said they will soon begin a letter-drive 
campaign seeking donations from residents in Mattapoi- 
sett, Marion and Rochester, along with soliciting sponsor- 
ships for the arena's outer boards as well as donations 
from local businesses. 

"We'll continue to have (the) golf tournament," 
Mr McFee said. "Someday I'd like to see a rubberized 
surface (added) to the arena." 

Although he admitted there's already been a lot 
of time, money and effort put into this project, he still 
feels they need to push forward ... which is very much in 
keeping with the spirit of the arena's namesake. 

"Everytime I get a little discouraged, I think of 
him saying 'make it happen,'" Mr McFee said.

Veterans Day Project 
An Interview With My Great Grandfather

The name of the person I interviewed is Therl Er- 
ral Cheney. He lives in Alfred, Maine, and he is my Great 
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Grandfather. He is 88 years old. I chose the questions 
that I did because I was curious about his experiences in 
World War II. The question that was most important to 
me was to find out which vehicles he drove while he was 
in Germany. The most interesting part of my interview 
was discovering that my Great Grandfather's two broth- 
ers were serving overseas at the same time. 

My interviewee responded to my questions in a 
positive way and was happy that I was interested enough 
to ask him questions about the war. It was important to 
him that this generation never forget all of the men and 
women who died for our freedom. I was surprised to find 
out that he was given a Bronze Star. My Great Grandfa- 
ther did not offer any advice to me about war. While I 
respect those who are willing to give their lives for our 
country, I do not want to have to fight in a war. I am very 
proud of my Great Grandfather. 

Q: What military branch did you serve in and 
how long did you serve? 

A: I was a Staff Sergeant for the Army 6th Ar- 
mored Division Headquarters Company 69th Tank 
Battalion serving under General George Patton. The first 
day I went in was September 6, 1941 and went home on 
October 2, 1945. 1 served four years and 28 days. The last 
19 months were spent overseas. I left when your Grand- 
mother was six weeks old and did not see her again until 
she was two years old. 

Q: How old were you and what was the average 
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age of the men fighting with you? 

A: I was 23 years old when I was drafted. Most 
of the men were young. I was drafted into the service one 
year before World War II started. 

Q: Where did you start and were you stationed 
overseas in the same place the whole time? 

A: I was trained at Fort Knox, Kentucky, Camp 
Chaffee, then Camp Cook in California, then onto Camp 
Shanks, New York to go overseas. There I boarded a ship. 
Many men were sick, it was a rough ride over and it was 
snowing. We landed in Scotland and took a train to Mor- 
ton in the Marsh. I entered the war 25 days after D-Day. 
We entered through France. In the time I spent there, I 
was in Belgium, Luxemburg, and Germany.

Q: Did you drive any vehicle or tanks and if you 
did, what kind? 

A: I was made Staff Sergeant of the Motor Pool 
when I arrived in England. I had a six-man crew. I drove a 
Half-Track. 

Q: What was your job during the war? 

A: The job of the Motor Pool was to keep the 
equipment running. We fixed everything from tanks, half- 
tracks, jeeps and trucks. 

Q: Where did you sleep while out in the field? 

A: I slept on the hood of the Half-Track on a 
bedroll. Two men could usually fit on the hood. There 
were many days we went without sleep. If we weren't on 
the move, we were refueling and maintaining the vehicles 
to get up and go again. I weighed less than 100 pounds 
when I came home from the war. 

Q: What kind of food did you eat? 

A: We received Sea Rations, which were boxes of 
food that were waterproof. Canned goods that we could 
heat up. Powdered eggs and powdered milk. Instant cof- 
fee, crackers and some cookies. Nothing fresh for veg- 
etables or fruit. However, we would trade our American 
cigarettes for wine from the French farmers. The French 
always had plenty of wine. 

Q: Did you receive any medals of honor? 

A: I received the Bronze Star. We were on the 
road one day when the truck ahead of ours was under 
fire. Their gas tank was shot at and now leaking. I quickly

hooked up a rig to keep the truck going by feeding it gas 
out of a gas can. I was surprised to get a medal because I 
felt like 1 was just doing my job. 

Q: Were you the only one who served in your 

family? 

A: Both of my brothers were overseas at the same 
time. My brother Roger was in the Navy while my other 
brother Rodney was in the Army Infantry. Your Uncle Rod 
was serving in Italy. He woke up between two moun- 
tains one morning to discover he was now behind enemy 
lines. The Italians took him as a prisoner of war. While 
transporting the POWs on a train, the train was bombed. 
Uncle Rod's knee was hurt badly and he was sent to 
Germany at a POW camp hospital. The doctors wanted 
to amputate his leg, but he refused. Shortly after this, he 
was part of the POW exchange where we traded German 
prisoners for American prisoners. Uncle Rod came home 
on a Swedish ship due to his injuries. He kept his leg, but 
walked with a limp. 

Q: What was your most memorable event? 

A: Christmas of 1944 there was a big battle. We 
were sent up to Bastion, on the border of France and Ger- 
many, to relieve the 101st Air Born that was surrounded. 
The Germans had almost gotten through to the coast. 
They only had to get through three towns to get to the 
coast, but we didn't let them and we drove them back to 
Germany. 1 remember how much we celebrated when we 
heard the war was over. We heard it on the radio through

Babel. Starring Brad Pitt and Cate Blanchett. Directed by 
Alejandro Gonzalez Inarritu. Running time: 142 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. 

A group of intertwined stories told in non-linear fashion, designed to 
make a larger point about one of the Great Themes of Life: the Mexican 
director Alejandro Gonzalez Inarritu has built a nice career on just such 
films. 2000 's Amoves Perros employed the structure beautifully, 2003 's 2i 
Grams far less so. Now there is Bahel, which lashes together four stories 
of brutally broken humanity to illustrate that, in this world, what we have 
here is a failure to communicate. "Listen," the film's ads admonish. I did. 
What I heard was a good deal of sound and fury signifying very little, and 
the few moments of insight or power are parcelled out over two hours and 
twenty-two minutes. I loved Amores Perros and stiU consider Gonzalez 
Inarritu one of the more excitingly ambitious filmmakers at large, but 
having done the same narrative dance three times, he should move on. 

I'll see if I can synopsize this thing coherently. Brad Pitt and Cate 
Blanchett play a tormented married couple on vacation in Morocco. Out 
of nowhere, a bullet strikes the tour bus they're in and hits Blanchett in 
the neck. The bullet comes from the rifle of a Moroccan man whose two 
young sons are testing the distance of the bullets; unfortunately, they pick 
the tour bus as a target, not really expecting to hit it. Pitt and Blanchett's 
own two kids have been left in the care of a Mexican maid (Adriana 
Barraza) who needs to attend her son's wedding back home across the 
border and totes the kids along with her (though not before exhausting 
all other options). Seemingly incongruously, we also go to Japan and 
meet a deaf-mute high-school girl (Rinko Kikuchi) who responds to her 
mother's suicide with the worst case of Japanese sexual acting-out since 
In the Realm of the Senses. 

Some of this is forcefully handled — the undramatic bullet impact and 
Blanchett's frighteningly underplayed immediate response; the Japanese 
girl standing naked before abaffled detective; the maid hysterical, stranded 
in the desert in red dress and heels — and it's all well-acted. But the impact 
is scattershot; the structure lacks the crackling simultaneity of Amores 
Perros, wherein the disparate characters seemed linked by something 
more mystical than mere plot contrivance. We felt the connections there; 



in Babel we intellectually connect the dots, at the expense of emotional 
coherence. Like Martin Scorsese's The Departed and Brian De Palma's 
The Black Dahlia, this is yet another master filmmaker's empty exercise 
treading familiar ground. 

Bizarrely (coming from a Mexican director), the Mexican storyline 
shows humanity at its most desperately stupid. Gael Garcia Bemal, who 
rose to international fame after Amore.v Perros, drops by here as the maid's 
irresponsible nephew, who shoots off a gun at the wedding, gets drunk, 
and attempts to drive her and the kids back across the border in the middle 
of the night. What follows stretches credibility so far that we can feel this 
storyline missing its presumed point (the agonies of immigration) by a 
mile. We never do find out what happens to Bemal's character, either. 
Gonzalez Inarritu may simply be familiar enough with Mexican culture 
to feel comfortable portraying the few Mexican characters as fools, but 
it has the unfortunate effect of adding to the white characters' burden. 

Babel may be intended as the conclusion of a thematic trilogy for 
Gonzalez Inarritu and his writing partner Guillermo Arriaga. People have 
compared it to 2005 's Oscar- winner Crash, but, taken together with the other 
two Gonzalez Inarritu films, it's really more like Krzysztof Kieslowski's 
Decalogue — moral tales about normal people in abnormal situations. 
Amores Perros had that sort of depth effortlessly, but Bahel strains for 
it and falls depressingly short. I can applaud the effort and the intention, 
but the actual thing on the screen is a lumbering, stitched-together mess. 
Since Gonzalez Marritu has now finished this trilogy, I look forward to 
what he does next.
